In the instant case the product 
may be used as a finger joint replacement. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: figure 2; figure 2A; figure 2B; figure 2C; figure 11; figure 20; figure 21; figure 
23; figure 24; figure 25; figure 29; figure 32; figure 33; figure 34; figure 36; figure 39; 
figure 41 and figure 42. The species are independent or distinct because each figure 
illustrate different embodiments for the facet joint.
